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1. Computer Fraud 


We were successful this past week in coordinating a 
Community-wide position with respect to protecting the 
Community equities in H.R. 5616 which is presently under 
consideration in the Senate. NSA has accepted a blanket 
clause protecting law enforcement and intelligence agencies. 

2. Polygraph Bill 

The Agency has been invited to testify on H.R. 4681 before 
the Armed Services Subcommittee on 6 September. NSA and DoD 
will also appear, and the hearing will cover only the issue of 
polygraph usage and not address credit card fraud. Armed

Cord Meyer advises that Senators Baker, Biden, and Nunn, as well as 
Representative Hyde, have been very complimentary regarding Cord's column on 
the need to combine the Oversight Committees. All are for it and are working 
to gather support. 


As an invited observer, I attended a meeting at The White House of the 
revivified KAL 007 work group. I am satisfied that The White House, supported 
by all other involved government agencies—NSC, NSA, Defense, State, USIA,
